(a) During the last month considerable discussion was held 
with CAIaBISTA 2 Tath regard to the establishment ''t the , AEQU0R Cadre School# 

In line with previous thinking on this subJect,L. _ ^ took a trip to 
Er''a£sels to ascertain the operational climate in that area. The outcome of 
the Brussels discussions are reported separately^ failure of 

our organization to provide the Cadre school for CAIiBISTA 1 has created a 
very unfavorable atmosphere in oxu* relations with that group.. CAiSISTA 1 has 
the opinion, whether warranted or not, that the U. S. Government is either 
unwilling or unable to back up its plans. Several examples of this were' cited, 
namely: the cancellation of the recruiting trip to Canada, which would pos- 

sibl;/’ have provided some excellent candidates*' for penetration operations; the 
cancellation of the P/A school, which was regarded by this group in particular 
as a verj'- vital and necessary program in the anti-^>olshevist fight; and, on 
top of that, the failure to provide a Cadre school. Taken as a v^iole, our 
actions have been interpreted to indicate that we really have no long range 
plans but operate on an ad hoc basis with empJiaalB^ upon partisan-type activity 
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(b) So far as support for "Uie AEQUOR II team is concerned, 

the following action is contemplated: we will train two men, CAlffOSAIfTO 3 

and' dMPOSANTO 10, as W/T operators only. This should suffice to cover the 
loss of CAMPOSANTO h and to provide an adequate w/T coverage for the pro- 
jected operations of the AEQUOR II team. It is anticipated that these two 
men will begin theirj;raining by the 2Qth of December. A training program 

being devised by[ Junder the general supervision of 

V '^nd^,.. j lire plan to utilize CAyBISTA 5 to assist, at least on 

■ST part-time basis, with the training of the two TIV/T operators. GAIiIBISTA 5 
has had considerable partisan experience ' and should be helpful in the sur'vival 
aspects of their training. 

(c) Yfe are continuing to subsidize the two principal CAMBISTA 1 
publications, namely, '’The Fatherland” and ’’The Hornet”. The cost of ” The 
Fatherland” is approximately h600 IM per month, and "The Hornet", which comes 
out about once eveiy six weeks or two months, is 600 IM per issue. In line 
with the general review of relationships with emigre groups, we would like 
some guidance and advice from Headquarters with regard to ihe extent of con- 
tinued subsidi2ation of ary CAMBISTA 1 publication. The view of the field 

is that, whether or not it comes vrithin the particualr province of the AEQUOR 
project, these publications have a definite place in intelligence activities, 
if only to serve as media to keep a large mass of the emigration politically 
aware. Combined vrith a centralized Cadre program, this type of activity 
should be very useful to our organization from a long range point of ■view. 
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
